Watching the Sun 


Have you ever seen the sun's .spots? Have 


you ever seen demonstrated Foucault's cele- 
brated pendulum experiment to prove the rota- 
tion of the earth? Have you ever watched 
the antics of minute infusorians swimming in 
the water? With the completion of the new 
home of the National Academy of Sciences at 
Washington, these things will be a regular 
part of th^ interesting exhibits open to the 
public. 
v 


It is hoped to have the building completed 


by the fall of 1923.'. It will be located near 
the recently dedicated Lincoln Memorial and 
will be three stories high. The first floor will 
be given over to public arid museum purposes 
where many scientific facts will be demonstrat- 
ed. 
! 


The main demonstration feature will be un- 


der a dome ia the central lobby, where the 
sun-spot phenomena will be demonstrated. A 
coelostat telescope mounted in the dome, will 
form a large image of the sun oh the white 
surface of a circular table in the middle of 
the room. Here visitors will see the spots on 
the sun's disc, changing in number and form, 
from day to day and moving across the disc 
as the sun revolves on its axis. 


Foucault's experiment demonstration will be 


embodied in a 60 foot pendulum swinging in 
a wide arc. The 
swinging 
pendulum will 


mark an invariable direction in apace, and as 
the earth revolves beneath it, rotation will be 
plainly showed by the. steady change in di- 
rection of the pendulum's swing over a divided 
arc. Here the pressure of light, earthquake 
action, magnetic storms, the gravitational pull 
of small masses, the growth of plants, living 
bacteria and other phenomena will be the sub- 
jects of other exhibits.

at Balmoral, according to the correspondent 
who sends this news to London, is of a very 
different order from that found at Windsor by 
an earlier monarch. 
In 1724 when George I, 


the King of that day, went shooting in Wind- 
sor Park his bag totalled five. pheasants and 
one parjriiige. 
Sever, years earlier George I, 


after ^enjoying a. run with the hounds, is re-, 
ported to have "walked about three miles with 
his fowling'piece, killing several brace of par- 
tridge flying." 


"Which proves," writes an 
old sportsman, 


"how 
vastly ideas of what constitutes sport 


differ with different generations of sportsmen. 
The bag made,by George V at 
Moy Hall 


proves him to be an excellent wing shot, and 
nobody can doubt that in 'all respects he is a 
thorough sportsman. And yet there,are men 
living today—and there are not a 'few Ameri- 
cans among them, I think, to whom the picture 
of King .George I, walking through Windsor 
Park carrying and loading his own gun and 
shooting at such birds as came his way, will 
appeal far more strongly than that of King 
George V, stationed' behind a screen of some 
sort so that the birds cannot see him, with 
somebody close at hand-to load his gun'for him, 
and a lot 'of gamekeepers doing their best to 
make the birds fly towards him so that he can 
"bag" them with a minimum of exertion.

Frear returned to the capital a few days 


ago from his home at Hudson. '. 


In his statement given out here, Rep. Frear 


also attacked the ship subsidy and criticised 
Secretary of the Treasury Mellon for advocat- 
ing the excess profits tax. The repeal of the 
latter tax, the Wisconsin congressman declared, 
cost the tax-payers a total of" $450,000,000 an- 
nually. 


"On the day the soldiers' bonus bill .was 


vetoed by President Harding, a. statement ap- 
peared in the press that Republican leaders 
are counting on from 20 to 30 Republican ma- 
jority in the next House," Rep. Frear said.. . 


"This means that they are conceding a'pos- 


sible or probable loss of 139 to 149 Republi- 
cans from the present' membership. If this 
statement js verified, it will be largely because 
of the blind, blundering attitude of those who 
today, are the President's closest advisers, who 
have foisted an indefensible tariff bill upon the 
country and have advised an equally indefen- 
sible veto on the soldiers' bonus bill.
